I have  the  honour  to  present  to  3^ou  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  of  East  Suffolk  for  the  year  1947.  This  report,  as  suggested 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  on  similar  lines  to  those  published  in  recent 
years. 

The  year  under  review  is  one  which  has  seen  the  preparation  of  the 
administrative  schemes  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and 
a re-organisation  of  the  Department  in  view  of  the  impending  assumption 
of  additional  duties  envisaged  from  the  Bill  which  preceded  the  National 
Assistance  Act  passed  in  1948.  In  consequence  the  report  has  unavoid- 
ably been  delayed  in  preparation.  In  view  of  this  the  report  is  mainly  of 
a statistical  nature.

Institutional  Provision  for  Maternity  Cases. 

274  women  were  confined  in  institutions  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

Unmarried  Mothers.  The  County  Council  contributed  towards  2 
cases  under  their  agreement  with  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association. 

Obstetric  Consultant  Service.  Mr.  Stansfield,  Obstetric  Consultant, 
was  called  in  on  three  occasions  during  the  year.  Mr.  Bulman,  Obstetric 
Consultant  for  the  northern  area,  was  not  called  by  any  Medical  Practitioner. 
A certain  number  of  persons  were,  however,  referred  to  both  Specialists  at 
their  respective  hospitals,  both  as  out-patients  and  in-patients  of  the 
Gynaecological  Departments. 

Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers.  Dental  treatment  was 
arranged  under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  15  cases  during  the  year. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  6 maternal  deaths  assigned  to  the  administrative  County, 
gi/ing  a mortality  rate  of  1.36  for  each  1,000  births,  compared  with  1.17 
for  England  and  Wales.  Last  year  the  comparable  figures  were  0.49  for 
East  Suffolk  and  1.43  for  the  country.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

Not  one  of  the  regional  schemes  prepared  for  the  Rural  District 
Councils  in  the  County  has  )et  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Below  is  a statement  that  shews  the  progress  that  has  been  made  with 
each,  and  any  major  extensions  of  mains  during  the  year. 

Blyth. 

A scheme  estimated  to  cost  ^,’605,600  was  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  scheme  provided  that  the  whole  rural  area 
would  be  supplied  from  a single  source  at  Halesworth. 

No  important  extensions  of  water  mains  have  been  made. 

Deben. 

In  connection  with  the  regional  scheme,  the  approval  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  was  given  to  the  sinking  of  a borewell  at  Pettistree.  The  borewell 
has  been  made  and  a yield  of  over  half  a million  gallons  a day  has  been 
obtained. 

This  abundant  yield  has  enabled  the  Rural  District  Council  to  decide 
to  make  one  head  works  instead  of  two,  to  supply  the  Eastern  area.  It 
will  also  be  possible  to  augment  the  North  Western  supply.  Small 
extensions  of  the  mains  of  the  Council  have  been  made  at  Pettistree, 
Burgh,  Otley,  Martlesham  and  Hasketon. 

Short  extensions  of  the  mains  of  the  Felixstowe  and  Woodbridge 
Water  Companies  have  been  made  in  the  parishes  of  Trimley  and  Melton 
respectively.  These  are  parishes  in  the  statutory  areas  of  the  Companies. 

Gipping. 

A regional  scheme  has  been  prepared  which  includes  proposals  to  take 
water  firstly  in  bulk  from  Thedwastre  and  Cosford  Rural  District  Councils 
to  supply  the  Western  half  of  the  district,  and  secondly  to  provide  bo  rewells 
and  head  works  at  Needham  Market  to  supply  the  Eastern  half  and  augment 
the  existing  service.  The  site  for  the  new  borehole  at  Needham  Market 
has  been  decided. 

Approximately  miles  of  water  mains  have  been  laid  in  the  parishes 
of  Ashfield,  Debenham,  Framsden,  Pettaugh  and  Winston. 

Hartismere. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  preparation  of  the 
regional  scheme,  but  stage  development  has  proceeded.  A number  of 
extensions  of  the  existing  mains  have  been  approved  and  work  upon  them 
has  started. 

Loth  ingland  and  Wainford. 

A regional  scheme  which  is  a joint  arrangement  between  Lothingland 
and  Wainford  Rural  Districts  has  been  prepared,  but  no  progress  has  been 
made  with  it  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Samford. 

No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  full  regional  scheme  that  was 
prepared  in  outline. 
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A proposal  to  lay  mains  from  the  East  Bergholt  headworks  to  join  up 
temporarily  with  the  water  works  at  the  Greenwich  Hospital  School,  by 
kind  permission  of  the  management,  has  not  been  proceeded  with.  is 
would  have  been  a part  of  the  main  scheme  and  would  have  met  an  urgent 

need.  , , 

An  extension  of  the  existing  main  at  East  Bergholt  to  serve  the 

Flatford  area  was  made  during  the  year. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A scheme  of  sewerage  has  been  approved  for  the  Urban  District  of 
Halesworth  and  the  work  of  construction  is  well  advanced.  This  was 
very  necessary  and  if  all  the  properties  are  connected^  the  nuisances  from 
sewage  disposal  that  have  been  apparent  for  so  long  will  be  stopped. 

No  other  important  schemes  have  been  approved,  but  most  of  the 
District  Councils  have  schemes  of  sewerage  in  preparation. 

The  extensions  to  sewers  that  have  been  made  are  to  serve  new 
Council  Housing  sites. 

The  County  Council,  after  conferring  with  the  Local  Authorities  in 
the  area,  prepared  a scheme  for  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of 
approved  works  of  water  supply  and  sewerage.

VII. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk. 

During  the  year  110  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  2 of  these  gave  a positive  result;  a percentage  of  1.8. 

In  addition,  1 positive  result  was  obtained  by  the  Ipswich  Borough 
Council,  of  milk  produced  in  the  County. 

These  were  all  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  investigation 
of  the  herds  concerned.  The  following  is  a statement  of  these  investiga- 
tions:—

examination.  All  samples  proved  to  be  non-tuberculous.

One  cow  was  slaughtered  after  clinical  examination  and  a mixed  sample 
of  milk  from  the  remaining  nine  was  examined  biologically  and  proved 
positive.  Immediately  after  this  sample  had  been  taken  all  the  cows  were 
sold  at  a farm  sale,  but  were  traced  with  difficulty.  One  was  located  at  a 
neighbouring  farm  and  was  slaughtered  when  found  to  be  suffering  from 
T.B.  udder;  four  had  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  by  the  purchasers 
and  were  slaughtered;  two  samples  were  taken  from  the  remaining  four 
cows,  e^ch  comprising  milk  from  two  cows.  One  of  these  was  found  to  be 
positive,  and  of  the  two  cows  concerned  one  was  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  and  a further  sample  from  the  other  was 
certified  non-tuberculous. 

Of  these  118  samples  examined  by  guinea-pig  inoculation  COo — 
sensitive  Brucella  were  isolated  in  12  instances.
